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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Zhao et al. discloses a method and an apparatus for adjusting an average interval of channel 
estimatino dynamically based on Doppler-shift wherein each predetermined equalization value is calculated by using an equation that 
includes a parameter representative of a noise level in said communication channel and an additional noise variance representative of said 
Doppler effect. Zhao et al. teaches a channel estimation method and system to further support the disclosure by Agee without the detail 
disclosure of the equalization equations as cited in the claim limitation. Banerjee discloses a channel estimator for determining channel 
weighting coefficient for channel estimation in wireless communication. It further discloses minimization of error caused by additive noise 
and variation in channel (Doppler effects). Therefore, Banerjee reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned. Agee discloses a spread spectrum communication system with the use of multiple antennas and channel coefficient with 
channel estimation. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes 
that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available 
to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, all 3 references are in wireless digital communication for channel estimation and correction. 
One cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See 
In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
